CANNOT ENTER OR LEAVE U. S. 


Abandon Registration Plan 


Because So Many Aus- 


trians Live Here 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—In. a 


proclamation today declaring- a state 
of war with Austria Hungary in ac- 
cordance with the act of congress, 
president Wilson specified that un- 


Baturalized Austro Hungarians, unlike 
Germans in this country should be free 
to live and travel anywhere except 
that they may not enter or leave the 
United States without permission and 
those suspected of enemy activities 
may be interned. 
They are 
not 


barred from the hundred yard zone 
about piers, docks and warehouses 
closed to Germans, and are riot requir- 
ed to leave the District of Columbia. 


The president's motive in drawing 


distinctions between 
Germans 
and 


Austrians was described as two fold. 
First, it was realized that the sym- 
pathy of Hungarians, 
Rumanians, 


Poles, Serbians, Czeches, Slovacs and 
other immigrants from the Austro- 
Hungarians empire generally is not 
with the mother country in the war 
ahd they have not been guilty of the 
multi form 
compaign . of 
violence 


practiced under the German war sys- 
tem. 
Secondly, such a large propor- 


tion of laborers in munition and steel 
plants and coal mines consists of 
Austrian subjects that it was found 
practicaly impossible to 
administer 


against them the rigid regulations im- 
posed on the Germans* who are'not half 
as numerous and more individualistic. 


Will Not Register .Anstrjans. 


The department ot justice even 


ibandoned its former plans to register 
Austrians along with Germans be- 
cause of the immensity of the task and 
the administration's determination to 
minimize embarrassment to Austrians, 
thousands of whom have demonstrated 
their loyalty to this country by en- 
listing in the army and navy. 


As an indication of , the president's 


difference in feeling toward subjects of 
the dual monarchy it was pointed out 
that nowhere in the proclamation did 
he use the phrase "alien enemies" as 
•was done in the previous proclama- 
tion referring to Germans. 
Repeated- 


ly he referred only, to "natives, citi- 
zens, denizens, or subjects" of Austria- 
Hungary. 


Attorney Generay Gregory explained 


the proclamation in this statement: 


"The 
proclamation issued by the 


President today proclaims a state of 
war existing between this country and 
Austro-Hunirary, calls upon all .citi- 
zens to perform their duty, 
warns 


subjects of the enemy to confcrm to 
our laws, and enjoins upon American 
citizens the duty of treating subjects 
of the enemy -who remain loyal to the 
United States with all such friendli- 
ness as may be compatible with loy- 
»lty and allieeance to 
the 
United 


States. 


May Not Enter or. Ixsivc Country. 
"This proclamation differs from the 


Preceding proclamation relating 
to 


the subject of the German empire in 
while it authorizes ths arrest and in- 
ternment of any subject of the dual 
empire whose conduct may be a men- 
ace to the safety of. the country, the 
only restrictions which it contains are 
Phohibitions against either entering or 
'"aving the United States without first 
obtaining permission.

Cornell 
President Says Farm 


Help Is Not Unskilled But 


Skilled Labor 


Rochester, Dec. 12. — Addressing 


the annual meeting of the 
Monroe 


County Farm Bureau association here 
this afternoon, Jacob Gould Sehur- 
man, president of Cornell univeristy 
and a member of the New T"vlr State 
Food Supply commission, said that it! 
the farmers of America were to do 
their part in making it possible for 
the United States to fulfill its duty as 
the granary of the allies they must 
have organizations strong enough to 
demand interpretations of the draft 
law which would not deprive them of 
necessary laborers and 
to 
demand 


price regulations in other than farm 
commodities so that their labor would 
not go unrewarded. 


Farmer boys should not be classi- 


fied in Class A as unskilled laborers, 
he said, but under the third heading 
of class 2 as skilled.farm laborers and 
he advised farmer delegations who 
are to go to "W"as.hington_ to demand 
that classification from the govern- 
ment. 


On price fixing he said: 
"I think the government will be 


forced to one of the two alternatives, 
both of them different from its pre- 
vious policy. 
First, it may give up 


price regulation and leave everything 
to the play of the forces of supply and 
demand. I am not recommending this 
course, because in time of emergency 
the laws of supply and demand can- 
not be trusted. 
The second alterna- 


tive is this: 
Besides fixing the price 


of wheat the government may fix the 
price of a number of other staple com- 
modities, including those that 
the 


farmer buys." 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—Crops

HUN INSTRUCTIONS FOR

German Negotiator Told to Con- 


sider Even the Arrest of the 


German Emperor 


Washington, IX C., Dec. 12.—The 


first survivor's story of the sinking of 
the American destroyer, Jacob Jones, 
told by Lieutenant J. K. Richards, was 
made public today by the navy de- 
partment. 
It shows that only two I 


small boats and three life rafts float- 
e,d clear of the wreck. 
The men on 


these were picked up after 17 hours' 
exposure. 


An official summary of the lieuten- 


ant's account follows: 


"Lieutenant Richards says the de- 


stroyer was proceeding- toward port, 
after holding target practice, when at 
4:20 
p. m. a torpedo was sighted by 


the lookout. The commanding -officer, 
stationed on the bridge, ordered the 
rudder hard ahelm and the engine 
full steam ahead. 
The torpedo struck 


the ship on the starboard side abreast 
of torpedo tube No. 3. This tube with 
torpedoes was blown 200 feet in the 
air. 
The radio was wrecked and the 


main masE brought down. 


"Guns were manned immediately, 


but no submarine was sighted and 
the vessel began to settle by the stern. 
The captain gave the order to abandon 
ship. 
Whaleboats which were got 


out capsized. The motor sailors could 
not be sot out. Three life rafts float- 
ed clear. 


"The vessel sank *t 4:20 p. 
m. 


Depth charges aboard exploded, ap- 
parently blowing off the stern of the 
ship. 


"No survivors, except those on the 


boats and life rafts were found after 
a thorough search," Lieutenant Rich- 
ards said. "After 17 hours in the wa- 
ter, the men on the raft were picked 
up by a British ship. The submarine, 
which was seen after the Jacob Jones 
sank, appeared to be about 150 feet 
in length, with three-inch guns for- 
ward and two periscopes."

"It may happen that at the first 


meeting, the Russian delegates may 
attempt to kiss the negotiators. They 
must be prepared for that and if the 
cominander-in-chlet' 
comes 
toward 


them with open arms they must crush 
him to their hearts and say 'Tavarico' 
(comrade). The Fatherland demands 
this sacrifice of tho negotiators. 


"They should also *have 
at

tongue's end the following 
favorite 


Russian 
phrases: 'Universal 
demo- 


cratic peace; peace without annexa- 
tion, and contribution.' 


"The negotiators were told that they 


need not trouble to note the Russian

prohibitions of the Sherman and Clay-

Opposition to the bill, led by Sena- 


tors Cummings and Heed, was based 
principally on tho argument that vir- 
tually it would repeal provisions of 
the anti-trust laws us to foreign com- 
merce. Its advocates urged It as nec- 
essary so that 
American 
exporters 


may be placed in position to compete 
with strongly organized or government 
subsidized competitors of JSuropo.

ance abroad of American joint selling 
agencies was rcjoctetl 4'! to IS.

mass attack was made by the Germans 
today against tho elbow in the bend 
of the British line between Bullecourt 
and Queant about 10 miles west ot 
Cambrni), says tho Reuters corres-^ 
pondent at the British headquarters 
in France. 
Tlielr intention was to 


overwhelm their opponents, by sheer 
weight of numbers. 
Owing to the 


staunchness of the British opposition 
tho attack only enabled the Germans 
to get a footing in about 500 yards 
of the British front line when the at- 
tack was arrested. 


The German attack this morning 


east of Buliecourt was repulsed by the 
British, except at one point, according 
to Field Marshal Haig's report to- 
night. 
The Germans suffered heavy 


losses, many dead being left behind 
on the retirement.

Hungarlan government, and I do spe- 
»ially direct all officers, civil or mili- 
tary, of the United States that they

nestly appeal to all American citizens 
that they in loyal devotion to their 
country, dedicated from Its founda- 
tion to the principles at liberty and 
Justice, uphold the laws of the land 
ind give undivided and willing sup- 
port to those measures which may be 
adopted by the constitutional authorl. 
tics in prosecuting" the war to a suc- 
cessful issue and obtaining a secure 
end just peace. 


"Acting under, and by virtue of the 


minority vested In/ me by the con- 
stitution of the United States and the 
iforesald section of the revised stat- 
utes, I do hereby further proclaim and 
Hirect that the conduct to be observ- 
*d on the part of the United States 
toward all natives, citizens, denizens, 
or subjects of Austria-Hungary, being 
males of the age of 14 years and up- 
ward who shall be within the United 
States and not actually 
naturalized, 


chall be as follows: 


Enjoined to Preserve Pence. 


"All native, citizens, denizens, or 


Subjects 
of Austria-Hungary 
being 


males of 14 years and upward, who 
shall be within the United States and 
not actually naturalized are enjoined 
to preserve the 
peace toward 
the 


United States and to refrain 
from 


crime against the public safety and 
Crom violating the laws of the United 
States and of the states and territories 
thereof, and to refrain from actual 
hostility, or giving Information, aid or 
comfort to tho enemies of the United 
Biates and to comply strictly with the 
regulations which are hereby or which 
may be from time to time promulgat- 
ed by the President; and so long as 
they sliall conduct themselves In ac- 
cordance with law they shall be un- 
disturbed In the peaceful pursuit of 
the lives and occupations and be ac- 
corded the consideration due to all 
peaceful and law abiding persons, ex- 
cept so far as restrictions may be 
necessary for their own protection and 
for the safety of the United States, 
and toward such of said person* as 
conduct themselves In accordance with 
law, all citizens of the United States 
are enjoined to preserve the peace and 
to treat them with all such consid- 
eration as may be compatible with 
loyalty and allegiance to the United 
States. 


May be Punished lor AVrongdoIng. 
"And all natives, citizens, denizens 


Or subjects of Austria-Hungary being 
males of the age oC 14 years and up- 
wards who shall be within the United 
States and not actually naturalized 
who fail to conduct themselves as so 
injoined In addition to all penalties 
prescribed by law shall be liable to 
restraint or to give security or to 
remove and depart from the United 
States in the manner prescribed by 
4089 and 4070 of the revised statutes 
and as prescribed in the regulations 
duly promulgated by the president. 


"And pursuant to'the authorit- vest- 


ed in me I hereby declare and estab- 
lish the following regulations which I 
find noecssan' in the pr-'rnlsea and for 
the public safety. 


Regulations for Public Safety. 


"1. No native citizen or denizen or 


subject of Austria-Hungary being a

about to violate any promulgation of 
the president or of any criminal law 
of the United States or of tho states 
or territories thereof may be subject 
to arrest by tho United States * * •."

wounded French Mohammedan soldier 
be pensioned?

zling the French government today.

Colonial 
troops 
serving 
with 
the 


French army, and among these there 
is a certain proportion of polycamlsts. 
Some are Mohammedan, while others 
profess religions that allow of their 
adherents keeping a more or less im- 
posing harem. 


The question has now arisen in 


France as to how the widows of black 
soldiers fallen on the battlefield are 
to be provided for In the way of pen- 
sions. 


• It appears that they are entitled to 
a pension, but the French law. which 


does not wish to give them preferen- 
tial treatment as compared with \\iiite 
women, Is only allowing them 
the 


same amount of money as would fall 
to the wife of an ordinary soldier who 
lives under the monogamist regime. 
Thus the four or more legal wives 
will have each to content themselves 
with a quarter or less of the money 
that would come to a single wife.

Doesn't .Think Much of Skunks.' 
I saw a few days ago something- 


about grouse being so scarce. Now I 
have hunted nearly SO years and have 
killed some game, but since the great 
state of Now York has 
protected 


skunks for the benefit of a few fur 
traders, the sportsmen have lost their 
pleasure of bird shooting. To illus- 
trate what a few skunks can do I will 
tell you my experience last season. 
The skunka killed nearly 50 turkeys, 
including four old hen turkeys, for 
me, broke up one turkey's nest, also 
i. duck's nest that was nearly ready 
to hatch, and killed 
quite a lot of 


chickens. Then J set traps and caught 
seven skunks. After that I had no 
more trouble. One of my neighbors 
had BO young turkeys killed in two or 
three nights. Another had 100 chick- 
ens killed, then 
he 
caught 
three 


skunks. 
Another lost all of his tur- 


keys and chickens. Now I know that 
a skunk will watch a grouse (part- 
ridge) to her nest and destroy It and 
kill all the young birds. So if we could 
get the skunk law repealed, it would 
be tho best protection wo could get. 
You might ask your townsman, T. H. 
Proctor, what ho thinks of my judg- 
ment about such things.—[George E.

VETOES CHRISTMAS F0KLOUGHS. 


Men From Ctunp Devena Not Likely to 


Coiue Home as Expected, 


The following dispatch of yesterday 


from Washington, 13. C.. rather dis- 
couraged tho promoters of the project 
to bring the men from Camp JDovens 
home to spend Christmas: 


Secretary Baker has vetoed the Idea 


of a general Christmas furlough for 
men at cantonments and camps. The 
chief reason Is that the granting of the 
furloughs would necessarily throw a 
great burden on the railroads at a time 
when they will be under severe tax to 
handle their Increased transportation 
problems of holiday time. 


"Another reason advanced by Mr. 


Baker was that the general furlough 
would l>e unfair to the men who were 
far from'S.helr homes and consequently 
could not take advantage of It, while 
others would enjoy the benefit. 


Orders from the War Department 


will be to reduce the furlough to a 
minimum and the commanding officer 
on the spot will use their discretion In 
the matter." 


Despite this announcement Chair- 


man Getnian of the local committee 
of arangeinents appointed to arrange 
for the transportation of the men at 
Camp Devens home held a meeting of 
the committee last evening and made 
the preliminary arrangements for the 
wark and now awaits Instructions from 
the commander of the 203d Infantry 
relative to the coming of the men. 
It had been given out that the men 
would be given four days' furloughs 
and the request had come that the 
home towns make provisions for the 
transportation of the men. The com- 
mittee is confident that there will be 
no difficulty In securing- the needed 
funds and the railroads have signified 
a. willingness to make provision for 
the movement of special trains to con- 
vey them to this locality. 


The ruling of the Secretary of War 


makes their departure doubtful, but 
the committee will be ready for action 
as soon as favorable reply Is received 
from Col. Prescott commanding the 
203d.

In London — Learn to Be Careful. 
The Londoner's particular form of 


Individual self -sufficiency Is giving way 


I to a new feeling of real social con- 


science. It has been a characteristic 
of the Londoner that he seldom knew 
more than the few people ivho came In 
tonch with him In relation to his work 
or pleasures and the neighbors dwell- 
ing on either side of his residence. 


Today one can stifely eay that this 


system of Isolated existence has passed j 
away. The air raids have changed his 
outlook. No longer has he a reserve 
that takes months to break down. He 
meets the neighbor who lives up the 
street and stops him for a discussion 
as to the best method of cover, the 
details of the nearest bomb-proof ref- , 
•age, the result and powers of tha htgh- 
esploslve shell that was last dropped 
In the district and the never-ending 
question as to the best way of defeat- 
Ing the German airmen. 


In the days of the Zeppelin raids cu- 


riosity was the moving spirit. The res- 
ident of London or Greater London 
did not trouble about cover. He sought 
the point of vantage where It was pos- 
sible he could see the picture of the 
great gas bag outlined in the defend- 
ers' searchlights and expressed freely 
his disappointment If It failed to come 
within his range of vision. Now he 
does very little star gazing, but makes 
for the best cover obtainable. 


Learn to Be Careful. 


The details given at Inquests on the 


victims of previous raids with the com- 
prehensive instructions Issued by the 
authorities have given him a new sense 
of the danger of carelessness. The In- 
structions issued, which deal under 
different heads with action during ' 
'raids, that cover the subject from tak- 
ing cover to how to remove powder 
Irom unexploded bombs, unlike the 
nsual official publication, make an eas- 
ily understood document. It might al- 
most be said to be the most lucid doc- ' 
ument ever issued by a government de- 
partment. This has helped the Lon- 
doner to replace curiosity by caution. | 


It cannot truthfully be said that the 


Londoner Is rattled, but It Is obvious 
that he does not Intend the Germans to 
win the war In the air if he can pos- 
sibly help It, and with the aid of his 
fellow citizens he hopes to reduce tiie 
danger of raids to the absolute mini- ! 
mum possible. 


Therefore the Londoner Is studying 


cover and the resident of Greater Lon- 1 
don Is digging, or rather sand bagging I 
himself In. 
In practically every dl- j 


vision the problem of shelter from 
bombs or shrapnel Is a live subject. 
Many districts have a distinct shortage 
of decent cover, especially on the bor- 
ders of London, where with the eicep- 1 
tlon of the churches and public build- 
ings there are few structures that 
could withstand a high-explosive bomb 
and few that would be a defense from 
an unexploded shell or large piece of 
shrapnel. 


As a consequence London Is learning 


'• dig Itself In, to make a bomb-proof 
snelter with sand bags and to utilize 
other articles having a defensive value. 


Busy With Shovels. 
| 


Many hundreds of Londoners have 


been working on the vacant lots dur- 
ing the earlier part of the year with 
the object of adding to the food supply 
of the country; their hard work with 
the spade and the hoe has taught them 
to dig successfully and many a snug 
dugout has been the result. Numbers 
of these can be seen around London, 


The fortunate possessor of a house 


with a basement has found no lack of 
visitors since raid warnings have been 
Issued, while houses possessing good 
cellars have been also used as havens 
of refuge. 


The need of shelter has brought to 


light curious structures around Lon- 
don. 
During the last raid the police 


had to close a tube station owing to 
the number of people seeking shelter 
and directed the refugees to a neigh- 
boring tenement building. The visitors 
were conducted under the building and 
were astonished to find themselves In 
the garbage clump. The vaults under , 
a great furniture depository made ac- 
commodation for over 1,800 people, 
who spent their enforced Inaction sltj 
ting roun'l In parties on old ledgers In 
the store. In the vaults of a factory 
bordering a canal several hundred 
people waited for the "All Clear" no- 
tice entirely unaware that the canal 
was running abova their heads until 
they were dismissed by a door on the 
opposite side of the canal from which 
they entered the building. 


In all those temporary shelters the 


accommodation has been granted un- 
der the rule "women and children 
first," and with the slight exception of 
panic among the foreign element dis- 
cipline has been the rule and the spe- 
cial police have had little trouble In ! 
controlling the crowds.

Tho Inscription on the brooch Imme- 
diately attracted their attention, and 
Indignation. Sending for a head wait- 
er, the Englishman snld to him that 
such a violation of good taste In a neu- 
tral country was an Insult that could 
not be borne. He told the waiter to 
Inform the German that the ordinary 
civilities 
would 
suggest that 
the 


brooch worn by his companion should 
be taken off. 


The head waiter had little stomach 


for such a Job, and feebly demurred, 
whereupon the Englishman rose and 
In excellent French addressed the Ger- 
mans. In a clear voice he repeated 
what he had said to the head waiter, 
hut, except for a supercilious shrug of 
the shoulders, the Germans gave no 
evidence that they had heard his re- 
marts, although everyone else In the 
restaurant understood what he had 
"said and looked their sympathy. 


The Englishman, without showing 


any signs of anger, reseated himself, 
picked up a menu and gave his order 
to the waiter. 
When the soup was 


served the waiter also brought "on a 
•platter a dozen large ripe tomatoes, 
'which were placed on the table. 
The 


Englishman and his companion, after 
finlsMng their soup, deliberately pick- 
ed up the tomatoes and rained upon 
the two Germans the rlpo vegetables, 
splattering their faces and breasts 
with the soft, juicy contents. 


The applause and laughter of the 


other diners appraised the objects of 
this novel form of reprisal that they 
could find no support or Fympathy and 
they fled from the restaurant In great 
precipitation.
